been breeding Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle for ten ‘years and during that time has grown some good ones. 
One of the achievements of which he is duly proud is the fact that 
he fed two car loads of Baby Beeves last year with which he topped 
the St. Louis market in December. They were generally conceded 
at the yards to have been the best cattle ever sold on the St. Louis 
market so Mr. Casebier reports. 

His herd of pure bred cattle consists of fifty head of Black- 
birds, Ericas, Blackcaps, Prides and Queen Mothers and the herd is 
headed by Broadus Brookman 4th. Readers of the Journal are re- 
quested to prepare such material as the following letter to your 
local newspapers. They will be pleased to have facts and these facts 
will be brought home to the home folks in such a way as to do 
some real good. Do not forget that this matter of publicity is in 
fact the chief factor in the upbuilding and the extension of our 
pure breeding business. Attend each breeder to his share. Miss 
not an opportunity to put into print a good word for the Doddies 
and we will all win together. Mr. Casebier’s story is not only inter- 
esting reading but the comparisons are made in such a way that 
they can not help but be impressive. Here is what he says: 

I was born in a little round pole hut out in the woods. I spent 
the earliest part of my life in the woods after the cattle. I am 
still in the woods wondering why our good farmers and stockmen 
still continue to raise these scrub and mongrel breeds. The quality 
of our cattle is far below what it was 15 or 20 years ago. Every- 
thing else is advancing, why should our cattle go backward? The 
answer is—too much cross breeding. 

Southern Illinois is a great live stock country, especially White 
county. We raise an abundance of good feed; thousands of bushels 
of corn and tons of hay are shipped out each year, which should 
be fed here at home. If fed to the right kind of stock, would make 
money and make the farmers better off. As to the right kind of 
stock, you must have some gold before you can make a gold dollar. 
There is just one thing to decide which you prefer, beef or milk. 
If beef, buy a real beef bull. The beef cow is bred and developed to 
convert feed into beef. The dairy cow is bred and developed to 
convert feed into milk. You can’t get beef and milk out of the same 
cow. There is no such thing as a general purpose cow. She is one 
or the other or she is a failure. 

Suppose we try to get a more specific idea of what it means 
in dollars and cents to produce uniform high grade beef rather than 
motley mongrel stuff. Of all the cattle which came to the Chicago 
yards in 1920, one-half of one per cent were graded as prime; 4 per 
cent as choice; 22 per cent as good; 52 per cent as medium; 17 per 
cent as common; 3% per cent as canner. You will notice that good 
choice and prime together constitutes 2642 per cent of the cattle run. 
Now remember that at crest on the market in 1920 a prime or choice 
1000-lb. steer sold for $150.00, a medium steer of the same weight 
for $100.50; and a canner 1000-pound steer for $51.00. In other 
words, the difference in value between a choice and medium steer 
was $49.50 and between a choice and a canner $99. 

How does one get out of the medium into the choice class? 
By. the use of a pure bred sire. All steers, which grade good or 
better, must have good breeding in them. To see what that means 
in money, you have merely to turn to market quotations. Here, for 
example, are the Chicago stock yards’ prices for October: “Choice 
cattle $10.00 a 100 pounds, good $8.25, medium $5.00 and common 
$4.25.” Thus the right sire doubles the value of the animal. 

With due respect to all breeds at the recent International Live 
Stock show 16 car loads of Angus steers averaged $19.17 per cwt; 
18 loads of Herefords averaged $14.83 and 7 loads of Shorthorns 
averaged $15.93, a difference of $4.34 per cwt. between Angus and 
Herefords or on a 1100-lb. steer of $47.74; or on a carload of 15 hea’! 
$716.10. You can figure the difference on the Shorthorns yourself 
and then draw your own conclusion—Does it pay to use an Angus

I was very much pleased with the inter- 
est taken in this show, and especially with 
the results in the Angus class. The Angus 
being represented by ten calves, the Short- 
horns by seven and the Herefords by five. 
The calf taking first in the Angus class was 
Harland No. 2225, a pure-bred Aberdeen- 
Angus, bred by W. B. Seeley and Son, and 
fed and shown by Harland Briggs, a little 
boy about twelve or thirteen years old, on 
our Woodland Stock Farm. This was his 
first experience in feeding or showing a calf, 
and to say that he was highly delighted 
would be putting it very mildly. This calf 
was the youngest and smallest in the con- 
test at the opening, at which time it weighed 
only 280 pounds, but finished with 930 
pounds making a gain of 650 pounds, which 
was the largest gain of any calf in the con- 
test, notwithstanding some of them entered 
the contest weighing from two to three 
times as much as he did. The calf standing 
next to him in the final show, and which 
would have been declared the reserve cham- 
pion, had there been a reserve champion 
prize, in the open classes, was a Hereford 
shown by Dale Wick, which was some six- 
teen and one-half months old, and weighing 
around 1100 pounds. The one standing third 
in the championship award was a Shorthorn 
calf fed by a son of Newell Moore, and 
weighed around a thousand pounds. These 
being the first prize calves of the three re- 
spective beef breeds only indicates their po- 
sition in competing for the champion prize. 
As the second and third prize winners in the 
respective breeders did not show in this class 
with them, I am inclined to think the second 
prize Angus might have stood third in this 
class had he been permitted to have been 
shown in the final contest. 

Our Henry County Fair, as you probably 
know, is one of the leading County Fairs in 
the State and I am wondering if the Ameri- 
can Aberdeen-Angus Association could not 
well afford to contribute some money to- 
wards Angus prizes at our future Fairs, in 
order that our premium list might be 
strengethened. The Shorthorn Association 
has been giving One Hundred and Fifty Dol- 
lars for the past few years and as a result 
they have a much better list of prizes, in- 
cluding numerous club prizes, as well as di- 
viding the yearling and calves into junior 
and senior classes, neither of which the An- 
gus have, owing to the fact that the Angus 
Association does not contribute any money 
thereto, as does the Shorthorn people. From 
the exhibit just made by the Angus breed- 
ers, as well as their winnings at this show, 
it strikes me that this is the opportune time 
for us to take advantage of our winnings 
and encourage more exhibits in the future 
by strengthening the prizes offered at our 
next Fair, along the lines above suggested.

The one I selected was classed in 
with a group much older and heavier than 
he on account of being one of the best pros- 
pects. The price I paid for the calf was 
$38.00, or nearly thirteen cents per pound. 
It looked big to me then, but it showed up 
better in the contest than I had expected. 

The feed I fed my Baby Beef was— 
ground corn and cob, ground oats and oil 
meal. Later he seemed to eat better if his 
feed was moistened with molasses in water.

the number marketed in the fall of 1921. 
Reports to the United States division of crop 
and live stock estimates from stockmen 
throughout the state, from state brand in- 
spectors, forest supervisors, secretaries of 
local stock growers’ associations, and field 
inspectors of the United States bureau of an- 
imal industry, indicate that the cattle to be 
ready for market this fall are expected to be 
possibly 2 per cent more than were market- 
ed last fall. 

“These are practically all range cattle; the 
fed cattle are not marketed in considerable 
numbers until spring. y 

“Of the cattle to be ready for sale this 
fall, about 45 per cent are expected to be fat 
enough for killing, and 55 per cent for sale 
as feeders or stockers. 

“The calf crop of 1922 was generally re- 
ported good or above average, and the year’s 
losses thus far were generally light through- 
out the state. The range is poor on an aver- 
age owing to drought, although nine out of 
the 63 counties had very good range condi- 
tion on September 1, and 15 others had good 
condition. For the state as a whole the aver- 
age was 75 per cent of a normal on Septem- 
ber 1 compared with 70 per cent of August 1, 
and 98 per cent on September 1, 1921. 

“The receipts of Colorado cattle (including 
calves) at Denver Union Stockyards for Au- 
gust and the first half of September this 
year amounted to 37,581, compared with 26,- 
549 for the corresponding month and a half 
in 1921. This period is just the beginning of 
the fall marketing season. Last year there 
were 166,187 cattle and calves received from 
Colorado points at the Denver yards from 
the middle of September to December 31. 
These cattle come to Denver almost entirely 
from the western two-thirds of the state; 
those from the eastern third are usually 
shipped eastward.”
